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The James Era: 1939-1962 



For the past twenty-thr«* years, 
MeGili't history has been. In large 
part, that of her Principal, Dr. F. Cyril 
James. But although Dr. James looms 
greatly in any record of McGill's im- 
mediate past, his importance in the 
fields of education, economics, and in- 
ternational understanding has not 
been confined to the university. He 
has gained international renown as 
an educator — in 1960 he was elected 
to perhaps the most Important edu- 
cational post in the world, that of 
President of the International Asso- 
ciotion of Universities. He played an 
important role in Canadian education 
by helping to plan the system. of uni- 
versity grants which Louis St. Lau- 
rent's Liberal government initltutod 
in 1954. At McGIII he has been partl- 
culorly instrumental In drawing up 
the Uni versit/e expansion plans. 

Dr. Jamei come to McGIII In Sep- 
tember 1939, at Director of the 

School of Commerce. Four months 
later. Sir Edward Beotty, then Chan- 
cellor of the University, announced 
that Cyril James would assume the 
principalship on January 1, succeed- 
ing Dr. Lewis W. Douglas. 

"He is young, vigorous, a man 
with ideas and high standards of cul- 
ture. McGill It , fortunate indeed to 
hove him, and the University looks 
forward confidently to long years of 
progress under his leadership." 

Twenty-three years later. Dr. Ja- 
mes was to give at hit; reason for 
retiring the belief that. In the next 
decade of rapid development, McGill 
would need a young man of abun- 
dant energy and. new ideas to take 
the helm. 

The intervening years hod teen 
tome of the mott rapid development! 
in McGill's history. 



^ McGill And Tlie War 

Dr. James' first concern wat the 
role of the University during war- 
time. Coincidentally enough, the issue 
of th« Doily which -carried his first 
message to tha student body also an- 
nounced 0 march of the McGill Can- 
adian Officers' Training Corps — "the 
first held' In Montreal since the out- 
break of the war." 

Although Dr. James had spent 
the 15 yeart between gaining hit' 
■r 0^ B.A., ana becoming Principal, in the 
United Stotet, he hod retained hit. 
Britith citizenthip. Hit firttiinettage 
' to the' ttudè'nti" reflected Ills concern 
with the future of the Anglo-Saxon 
Ideal of civilization after the war. 

In that statement, he' soldi "The 
present war will undoubtedly give 
rite to problems of economic and po- 
litical adjustment after the conclu- 
slon of hostilities of an Infinitely more 
difficult and complex kind than those 
which followed the Armistice in 1918. 

"if, with the faculties and students 
•f other universities, McGIII assumes 
her responsibility with enthusiasm 
and .'determination, the Immediate 




poit-war outlook and the successful 
conclusion of the war itself will pre- 
sent fewer uncertaintiet and offer a 
more tatitfoctory batit.for the wel- 
fare not only of the Britith Empire 
but also of Western civilization." 

During the war years. Dr. Jamet : 
enabled McGIII to help equip Can- 
adian war personnel for special du- 
ties in the fighting forces. 

Post-MVor Growth 

Following the War, he conildered 
It a special duty to help in the great 
post-war education of veterans, many 
thousands of whom were accom- 
modated here and at Macdonald Col- 
lege. 

His tenure saw., the threefold ex- - 
ponslon of the University. In 1939 
McGIII had 3,286 students and 554 
teachers. Now It hat more than 9,500 
students and 1,162 teachers.: The 

ftost-graduote faculty hat increased 
rem 228 to 1,1 12.- The. annual, oper-* 
dting budget hat growri from two to 
twenty million dollart.- 

. Dr. James, has. been engaged In 
preparing McGill for Cànoda's enorm- 
ous population explosion, which will 
tax the facilities of all Canadian uni- 
versities to the full.

Dr. James has been directly ins- 
trumental In Increasing educational 
opportunities for ttudentt across 
Canada. He 'ployed a large port in 
drawing up' the syttem of grontt — 
a lystem which, would, ensure the 
autonomy of the provinces — which 
Wat adopted In 1954 by the Federal 
Government — but Quebec Premier 
Maurice Duplessis considered the 
grants a threat to Quebec's autonomy. 

In February 1954, "Mr. Duplessis 
caused a furor in the Provincial Le- 
gislature by stating that McGill's 
Chancellor 'put hit foot in It fairly 
regularly'. 

"When George C. Marier, then 
M.P.P. for Weslmounf-St. George, 
rose to protest the slur on Chancellor 
B, C. Gardner, the Premier retorted 
that he referred to Vice-Chancellor 
' and Principal F. Cyril James." 

Students Support James 

This' story ran in the Dally Feb- 
ruary 17. The next day tdw a ttory 
.headed I "Studentt Support Dr. Ja- 
met". It ran as follows t 

"Before the commencement of the 
business of the agenda (of a Stu- 
dents' Society open meeting) Eorl 
Kruger rose to present a motion of 
confidence In Principal F. Cyril Ja- 
mes; bated oii remarks recently mode 
by Quebec Premier 'Maurice Duplet- 
til in the . Provincial Legltlature. 

"Mr. Kruger't comments brought 
cheert from the students and hit mo-

"Whereas « This may be construed 
as on attempt to underniirie the con- 
fidence of both the public and lh» 
University In Principal James, and 

"Whereas i Over a long period of 
time we hove found Principal James 
to be a dynamic exponent of thos* 
principles upon which we believe a 
University should be founded, there* 
fore • 

"Be It resolved that we, the stu« 
dents of McGill University, formally 
go on record as having full confi- 
dence In Principal F. Cyril James and 
at wishing him continued success for 
his. endeavours for the University. 

"Studenlk' Society President Jim 
Robb reports that oil yesterday morn- 
ing he was fdeluged with calls' from 
ttudentt requetting that such a mo- 
tion be presented." , . 

Another Controversy 

Dr. James locked horns with Pre- 
mier Duplessis again in the summer 
of 1959 when, returning from a trip 
to the Soviet Union, he praised their 
educational system in glowing terms. 
Highly impressed by Soviet educa- 
tion, he said : "it Is a tremendous 
competitive grind but there ore com- 
. pensations reflected in the students' 
great enthusiasm." 

Premier Duplessis Immediately re- 
torted that Dr. .James was aware of 
"only what the Russians wanted him 
to see, and wot turrounded by tpies." 

When Liberal leader Jean Lesoge 
praised James' "clear-sighted and 
valuable report", Paul Sauve, then 
Minister of Youth, said that this only 
showed Lesage's "unsuitabillty to be 
Premier of the Province." Sauve had 
earlier stated that Principal James 
praised the Russian' system "without 
indicating the irreparable damage it 
wreaks In the hearts and souls of that 
country's youth." 

Nev7 Position 

In 1960 Dr. Jamos was elected to 
the position he now moves to Paris 
to fulfill. President of the International 
Association of Universities. At the 
time of his appointment, ' he staled 
that "one of the most pressing prob- 
lems facing our civilization is effi- 
cient and substantial aid to the new 
universities In the world". 

The' idea he has always tried to 
' get across — as a teacher and admi- 
nistrator — It that the world has be- 
come very much a unit, despite so- 
cial and Ideological differences. 

"Children In Asia and Africa today 
will remember down the years who 
helped them when their need wai 
greatest," he sold In 1960. "The fat* 

Sf Western civilization Itself may 
Inge upon our answer."

ix'Princlpal Looks To The Futuro 



Six days ago Dr. F. Cyril 
James officially vacated the 
office of Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor of this University. 
Literally thousands of members 
of the McGill community, In* 
eluding students, teachers, grad- 
uates, and staff, will view this 
event with a deep sense of re> 
Viret. Whlje , the . former Prin- 
cipal leaves with coiuntless me- 
mories of pleasant events and 
friendships from his days at 
McGIII, already, as is character- 
istic of this outstanding person- 
ality and scholar, his mind is 
turning towards the future. 

In a -recent interview with this 
reporter, Dr. James was quite 
happy to answer questions con- 
cerning the twenty three years 
he served as Principal, but it 
was obvious that Instead of be- 
ing inclined to reminisce about 
the past, he was more Interest- 
ed In explaining, with the en- 
thusiasm of a young graduate 
about to begin his first |ob, his 
plans for the Immediate future. 

He expects to leave Montreal 
."sometime early In January" 
and will sail either to Paris or 



Malaya, his destination being 
itill undecided at the moment. , 
His chief activities for the com- 
ing year will be In South East 
Asia, serving In his capacity at 
President of the International 
Association of Universities. The 
year, which will be the first 
full year he has taken as a leave 
of absence since he began full- 
time teaching In 1923, will be 
a combination of work and 
holiday. 

Dr. James, elected President 
of the I AU in 1960, explained 
that about one half of the four 
hundred member univeriltles 
are older, established institu- 
' tions, such OS McGill, while the 
other half of the- membership 
Is mode up of new universities, 
established since the end of the 
Second World War. Many of 
these new institutions are in re- 
latively poor countries, and the 
lAU tries to ensure that "the 
older and richer half helps the 
younger and poorer half grow 
Into good universities." 

While the IAS. will undoubt- 
edly take up much of his time, 
Dr. James doe* 'not plan to coh- 



Message From The Vice-Principal 
(Academic) 

/ am arateful to Die Dally for this opportunity to pay my 
tndttJtdiMit tribute to Dr. James. I am grateful hut I /ind the task 
extraordinarily difficult. 

For to write about the retiring Principal is to encompass nearly 
a quarter of a century of McGilt'a history. He came to us after a 
troubled period in which McGill had run through Principals in such 
fashion thai the contemporary jest was that the Universttv had 
inaugurated a new two-year course leading to the degree of ex- 
Principal. He has remained to give his name to, and to leave his 
imprint on, a phase of the University's history which rivals, for 
longevity and for importance, those of Sir William Dawson and 
Sir William Petersen. 

It would be easy to say : — "If you seek his monument, look 
around you : at the Radiation Loboratorv, at the ylllan Memorial 
Institute, at the Faculty of Divinity, at the Institutes of Islamic 
Studies and of international Air Law"; since all of these were 
launched, at McGill, either because 0/ his initiative or because his 
mind has always been hospitable to the quickening ideas of _others. 

So rapid is the pace of change that some of Dr. Jamas' greatest 
contributions are probably unknown to the student of today; but we, 
his older colleagues, remember the energy tohieh loent out, with 
both hands, to meet and welcome, and smooth the way for, the tide 
of reluming ex-servicemen in 1945; and we remember, from the 
early 1950's, the academic statesmanship which (transcending the 
limits of McGill and applying itself to a national purpose) played 
so large a part in the setting up of the Royal (Massey) Commis- 
sion, and in bringini; about the recognition that, in mtd-20lh century, 
the tcork of her universities is of national concern to Canada. 

But, on this occasion, I prefer to think of the ungrudging way 
in which the man has spent himself in the unnumbered activitiis 
of our own campus. I have recently read two books, full of grave 
warnings to would-be Principals and Vice-chancellors; warnings 
against becoming too much involved: too much involt;ed in ad- 
ministration; too much involved in finance; top' much involved in 
public relations; too much involved with eta//;, too much involved 
with students. If Cyril James ever read this' advice, he has never 
heeded it. 

And'so,my memories are of him presiding over the Committee 
of Deans and leaving it only in time to open 4 5ttxdent Debating 
Conference or to march on the JUounfain and open the Winter 
Carnival among the 'amenities of a Montreal February evening. 
Or of Cyril James returning from financial negotiations with the 
great Educational Foundations, only in time to slip into his seat at 
ilfolson Stadium on Saturday afternoon or at the Forum on Carnival 
Night. They are of Cyril James in the Student Activities Committee; 
or exchanging the robes of Vice-ChanceUor at Freshmen Welcome 
for the insignia of the Scarlet Key at the Society's banquet. The 
student body has never needed an advocate of its cause with Dr. 
James. Its advocate has been in his own heart and mind.

his mind. It the re-wrltlng of his 
textbook "Economies' of Money, 
Credit ond Banking," a book still 
widely used amongst students of 
economics. He feels hovraver, 
that before attempting this task, 
a yebr will be needed for him to 
catch up on his reading In' this 
field. "Things hove moved for- 
ward In economic theory at a 
great pace,". Dr. James said, 
and he admitted he has found 
It virtually impossible to keep 
up ' to date on current writings 
on economic subjects. 

Turning to the years that Dr. 
James has spent at McGill, It Is 
probably superfluous to point 
out, even to freshmen on the 
carnpus, that the 'James'- years 
have been a period of tremend- 
ous progress. In size alone, 
there has been a great Increase 
In the student body, and the 
Income of the University has in- 
creased more than tenfold since 
P. Cyril James came to McGill 
In 1939. But statistics alone do 
not tell the full story of a' uni- 
versity, nor of the contribution 
of its leader in facing the count- 
less problems that, have arisen 
over the years, as the Univer- 
sity has undergone its conti- 
nuous development. 

^I'd certainly do It all over 
again," Dr. James emphatically 
answered, to the question of 
whether he had any regrets 
over his years as Principal. "It 
hat been about at fascinating 
an opportunity at any man 
could hove." When asked what 
had been his most exciting mo- 
•ment during his years as Prin- 
cipal, he laughed, and replied, 
"That -would be Impossible - to 



That Is, they are definitely In- 
terested In education." 

But the many friends and 
acquaintances of Dr. James 
should not mistakenly assume 
that he Is severing, all connec- 
tions with Montreal. "While I 
am sod at leaving Montreal," 
continued Dr. James, "I certain- 
ly hope to be back again." De- 
spite the fact that future plans 
ore still undecided. Dr. James 
will continue to serve on the 
Council of Education, and may 
quite possibly return to Mont- 
real sometime In 1964. 

One decision of the former 
Principal that will be welcomed 
by all Is that he hat consented 
to give his annual Christmas 
lecture. This famous lecture, a 
tradition to a whole generation 
of McGill students, will be given 
In Moyse Hall on Thursday, De- 
cember 13, and has for many 
years provided a -memorable 
climax to the first term'i studies. 

And thus, with the departure 
of P. Cyril James from this 
campus, another era in the his- 
tory of McGill University comes 
to a close. As he himself wrote 
In "McGill-The Story of a Uni- 
versity", "McGill University Is 
still the product of all her yes- 
terdays." The.PrlncipalthIp of P. 
Cyril Jamet It now one of these 
yesterdays. But It Is a period 
that will be regarded with fond- 
nets and gratitude by friends 
of McGill In the years to come, 
and the man responsible for this 
period will not soon be for- 
gotten.

The Gold Medal is the high- 
est award that the Society can 
bestow. It was, along with 
many oiher,i|t|iings, instituted ' 
during .Dr.~ James' tenure in of- 
fice, and was presented by Mr. 
Justice J. Miller Hyde, Imme- 
diate Past President. 

It was on November 1, 1939 
that Cyril James was appointed 
to tSke over from Lewis W. 
Douglas as Principal atid Vice- 
Chancellor of McGill, Peters 
reminisced. The second world 
war had already broken out 
and had cast Its shadows over 
Canada and over McGill. He 
was 36 years old. The problems 
he faced were staggering . . . 
yet, the new Principal set hit 
mind not only to the immediate 
tasks of the University, but also 
to the woric that McGill might do 
to assist In training for war. 

Hyde praised his constant de- 
termination that McGill should 
be at the forefront of the uni- 
versities of the world. His selec- 
tion as president of the Inter- 
national Association of Univer- 
sities shows the extent to which 
he Is respected in the field. 

For his part. Dr. James laud- 
ed the graduates, saying that 
they have on increasingly im- 
portant role to play in the life 
of the University. "There are 
more graduates of the Board of 
Governors than ever before." 

He also stressed that auton- 
omy must be preserved by 
Universities, even though they 
will have to depend on govern- 
ment grants In the future. It it 
here that the graduates con 
exert their greatest influence. 
"Universities are the souls of 
our civilization," he said. With- 
out them, it dies, as It died in 
Germany under Hitler. 

A very happy Mrt. Irene 
James received a motion picture 
camera "for her own personal 
use". Brandishing it jocularly be- 
fore her husband, she Indicated 
he should take note.
